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The Old and the New. 

As tbo smoko of battle clears away 
tlie relative strength of the two great 
armies which huve been contending for 
snpromacy in tbo Dominion of Canada 
becomes manifest. On the one hand, the 
Grits a claim victory; but, looking on 
from a distantnndimpartial standpoint, 
we confess that we can not discover 
any legitimate ground for tbo claim. 
It is true that one brave Knight fell 
during the struggle; but that has 
boon tbo fate of some of the greatest 
Generals that ever led an army into 
the field, and in this instance it invol 
vea neither disgrace nor defeat. Per- 
sonal victories there, doubtless, have 
been, as there are in every great bat- 
tle. But that victory which comes of 
a fair summing up of ultiinato results 
they can surely mako no protonso to 
having won. Taking the best availablo 
evidenco afforded by a large list of ox- 
changes, embracing all shades of politi- 
cal opinion, we find that the Govern- 
ment majority still lingers in the neigh- 
bourhood of fifty,— where our Ottawa 
telegram of the Kith put it. And 
surely that is enough, in all conscience. 
A strong Government is desirable at the 
present juncture; but too strong a Gov- 
ernment is not desiiablo under tbo 
ltesponsiblo system. That form of ad- 
ministration works host when tho Gov- 
ernment is sufficiently strong to dare 
to do tho right, but not strong enough 
to dare to do the wrong. And such 
would appear to be about tbo position 
and strength of the present Govern- 
ment. Looking at tho old Parliament 
and the new, it will be found, how- 
ever, that tho numerical strength of tho 
Government party has undergone very 
little change. Tho personnel of tho 
House is considerably changed, — so 
much so, indeed, that tho new Parlia- 
ment will be now in mora senses than 
one. A caroful analysis shows that, 
taking those who have voluntarily re- 
tired from active political life, those 
who have failed to securo re-election, 
those who have had their political 
career cut short by death, and those 
added to Parliament by the redistribu- 
tion of seats, eighty members, or over 
forty per cent of tho whole House, will 
appear in Parliament for the first time. 
Even of our littlo hand of six, two 
have voluntarily withdrawn. Of those 
who will bo absent from the new Par- 
liament, somo will lie greatly missed. 
The Hon. J. S. Macdonald's voice, 
heard for thirty years in the Parliament 
of his country, has been silenced by 
death. Sir A. T. Gait, after being 
twenty years in Parliament, during 
which he occupied several important 
positions in various administrations, 
has sought the quietude of private life. 
The Hon. Col. Gray, the Hon. A. Mor- 
ris, the Hon. A. Archibald, the Hon. 
Sir John Rose, the Hon. A\ T . Mac- 
dougall, theHon. Mr. Dunkin, have'all, 
either from choice or necessity, dis- 
appeared from the Parliament of their 
country; and most of them will bo 
greatly missed by the country. We 
have not included Sir George E. Car- 
tier amongst the number; for, although 
without a seat at present, already have 
half a dozen constituencies been offered 
to him, ono of which he will doubtless ac- 
cept as soon as Parliament shall have 
met. It is true that as a partial com- 
pensation for these, we shall have tho 
Hon. Peter Mitchell, and the Hon. 
Joseph E. Cauchon, both of whom have 
voluntarily exchanged a life seat in the 
Senate for a more useful, if more pre- 
carious, one on tho floor of tho House 
of Commons. Both of these nre able 
statesmen, and are, without doubt, des- 
tined to act an important part in the 
2>olitics of the country. And then, 
there is the Hon. James Macdonald of 
Nova Scotia, a lawyer, and possessing 
abilities far above mediocrity, who lias 
held important positions in the Govern- 
ment of his own Province. The second 
Parliament of the Dominion will meet 
under auspices in some respects, per- 
haps, less favorable as regards its more 
prominent members. And yet these 
losses may be more fully compensated 
for than appears at present. There 
may be amongst the new and untried 
members men worthy to take tho 
place of those whose absence one can- 
not lielp|regretting.

Wo would suggest whothcr a partial re- 
medy might not ho found in more fre- 
quent assizes and gaol delivery. Three 
months is a long time to keep men shut 
it]) in such a place as Victoria gaol await- 
ing trial. It is a long time to hold wit- 
nesses in confinement. Entail this only 
touches the physical — tho lowest part of 
OUT object. Moral and religions teaching 
are now recognized as constituting the 
highest object of all prison discipline, 
and we hope soon to lia in a position to 
announce that the wants of the inmates of 
Victoria Gnpl have received attention in 
this respect. It is scarcely for us to suggest 
in what manner this may best bo accom- 
plished; but we trust that early, earliest ef-

Canadian. Copyright. 

^Tho Canadian Copyright Act of last ses- 
sion, which tho Governor-General saw fit 
to reserve for the consideration of Her 
Majesty, has been disallowed by tho Im- 
perial Government, not on tho merits of 
the Act itself, but on account of the in- 
competency of the Canadian Parliament 
to deal with the questions involved in the 
measure, in the manner therein set forth. 
We (Ottawa "Citizen") believe that the 
Government hnve received an intimation 
that if tho same or some similar Act be 
again passed by our Parliament, tho Im- 
perial Government will introduce a mea- 
sure to give effeot to its provisions. The 
British publishers are up in arms against 
the enactment, not so much in tho inter- 
est of British authors as in their own. The 
measure will again be passed by our Par-

Society of Wesley Church. 

Editor British Colonist: — The Com- 
mittee in presenting the first Annual Bo- 
port, congratulate the Society on the suc- 
cess which has attended their efforts dur- 
ing tho year, In this success wo would 
acknowledge the blessing of the Great 
Head of the Church in whose name and 
for whose cause the Society was organ- 
ized. 

The amount raised by the Socials is 
SObi JO. Ten entertainments were given 
during the winter, eight by private par- 
ties, one by the young ladies, and one by 
the young gontlemen of the congregation. 
The amount expended on tho Parsonage! 
was $242 47%, and 8247 92% was expend- 
ed on the Church in seating the Lecture 
Room, the latter having been done exclu- 
sively by the young ladies. 

The proceeds of the Young Gentlemen's 
Social, which amounted to 894, were 
given to the Trustees for Church exten- 
sion, leaving a balance on hand of $112. 

While the financial result has boon 
very encouraging, the Committee aro 
persuaded that the social and moral 
effects of tho Socials havo boon no less 
gratifying. 

Tho necessity this year for tho continu- 
ance of oiiv efforts is greater than it was 
last season on account of the debt incurred 
by the enlargement of our Church.

Eastern State3. 

New Yobk, Sept. 25. — A lengthy ad- 
dress to tho Democrats of tho IT. S. is is- 
sued by a Committee of the Loui.svillo 
Convention. It explains the object of the 
assemblage is to renounce the Baltimore 
Platform as not Democratic and contends 
that the Democracy did not demand tho 
nomination of Greeley and the adoption 
of his platform, as its watch-word is not 
"anything to beat Grant" but "anything 
to prevent Greeley from beating and de- 
stroying the Democratic party," and that 
Grant's election will be less a certainty 
than that of Grooley.

The 
address concludes by invoking all Demo- 
crats to vote for O'Connor and Adams. 

The official statement shows a decrease 
in tho county expenditure for tho year 
ending Sept. 1st, as compared with the 
previous year, of nearly two million dol- 
lars.

Newspaper correspondence in relation 
to the abuses practiced upon steerage pas- 
sengers continues, and special communi- 
cations are published this morning bear- 
ing testimony to tho .statements of bad 
treatment. Social steamer lines publish 
cards denying that steerage passengers 
by their vessels are not properly taken 
care of. 

The London "Times" of September 14th 
copies the following from the "Ball Mall 
Gazette": — "The "Patrie' 1 professes to be

LAND AMONGST MINISTERS OF RLLn.io.N. 

The Rev. Thomas Binney, the great man 
of the English Congregationalisms, has 
laid his well-tried huieo at rest and run a 
tilt against the mustache and beard-grow- 
ing propensities of the ministers of tho 
period. Mr. Binney appears to have a 
clearly defined conviction that a olean 
shave forms a very important integral 
part of that "cleanliness" which "is next 
to godliness." At all events he holds and 
maintains, with some show of reason, that 
the enunciation of "godliness" from the 
pulpit, is sorely hindered by the modern 
ministerial custom of osehewing tho use- 
of the razor. At tho samo time, tliei 
"English Independent," — which has tnken 
up the cudgels for the hirsute— says it is 
a notorious fact, as far as the Dissent- 
ers are concerned, thnt some of their most 
popular and successful preachers-— Mr. 
Spurgeon for example -do wear beards 
and mustaches, without any appreciable 
loss of artieulat ivo power, or any appar- 
ent detriment to the eauso which they 
seek to advance. Besides, does Mr. Bin- 
ney intend to maintain that St. Peter— 
beside whose recorded preaching exploits 
the best of modern pulpit orators must 
hide their diminished heads — was a beard- 
less man, or that the "seventy," when 
they were dismissed "on circuit" — as the 
Wesleyans would term it — carried shav- 
ing apparatus about their scantily-furnish- 
ed persons ? The whole "concensus" of 
tradition is against the apostle of the ra- 
zor, and it will try his mottle to tho ut- 
most to upset antique precedents when 
those precedents are in harmony with the 
balance of modern ministerial opinion. 

A late English deoision rnakoa n man 
equally responsible for endorsing bad 
men and bud bills. A certain Mr. 
Mason guaranteed tho financial sound- 
ness of his friend Goodwin. Goodwin 
failed, inflicting a loss of £100 on a 
Mr. Williams, who had trusted him on 
Mason's recommendation. Mr. Wil- 
liams brought suit against the latter for 
the amount of his loss, and a jury has 

t'ust ordered the defendant to pay 
dm. 



First Trial of Secret Voting 
in England A Publican's 
Practical Opinion of it. 

The first election for a member of 
Parliament under' the new ballot law 
in England took placo in Pontefract on 
Thursday, August 15. The opposing 
candidates were Mr. Childors, a pro- 
minent Liboral, who lias represented 
the same constituency for twelve years, 
and has held a high placo in the Ad- 
ministration, and Lord Polllngton, 
who offered himself as tho candidate 
for Conservative suffrages. As this 
was the first Parliamentary election in 
which tho ballot was overused in Eng- 
land, it excited great intorost through- 
out the country, and people came from 
all parts of Yorkshire, and from bor- 
oughs hundreds of miles away, for 
the simple purposo of watching tho 
proceedings. The old inhabitants of 
the town were not pleased with the 
innovation, while the innkeepers were 
disgusted nt the quiet which prevailed 
under tho neworder of things. "Law, 
zur,"sai(i the landlord of the Elephant 
to u London reporter, shaking his head 
at an empty tap-room and an array of 
unused glasses, "this bean'tthe things 
at all; ten years ago my taps were run- 
ning from early morn to midnight, and 
the streets was like a horse fair." The 
consumption of beer was very light, 
for it was hardly worth while to go to 
the expense of treating independent 
electors, who mightdrinka man's good 
ale and then go and vote against him 
without his ever being a grain the 
wiser. Great precautions were taken 
to insure secrecy, and neither those 
who had charge of the polls nor those 
outside had any inkling of tho state of 
the vote until it was officially declared. 
The vote was light, amounting in the 
aggregate to but 1,25-4, while there are 
Hill legal electors in the borough, from 
which it would appear probable that 
many voters had stayed away from the 
the polls because under the new method 
of voting they missed the inducemeutH 
that had usually stimulated them to 
the discharge of tho freeman's privil- 
ege. Pontefract does not enjoy the 
purest of reputations in regard to its 
elections under tho old law. It took 
tho election officers four hours to count 
out the 1,254 votes, and, at eight 
o'clock in the evening tho Mayor an- 
nounced to the crowd at the Town 
Hall that Mr Childors was elected by a 
majority of eighty. 

Cuba. 

The clerks of Havana will moot on 
Sunday, and take steps to abolish the 
system of requiring them to work on 
Sundays. 

The French ship Jaques Sevrin, 
Captain Hue, from Macao April 6th, 
arrived here on the 4th inst. bringing 
a cargo of Chinese. The Chinamen 
mutinied shortly after leaving Macao, 
and it is reported the captain killed 
several of them. Whipping was prac- 
ticed during the entire pawsage. The 
Chinamen arrived in r. horrible condi- 
tion. Sixty-live out of three hundred 
died during the passage. The survi- 
vors, on landing, presented asickening 
appearance, many of them being un- 
able to walk. 

Porto Pico advices stato that tho na- 
tives having been unmolested by the 
troops in tho elections, have chosen 
their own candidates. The natives are 
jubilant at their success, and the ultra 
party in Cuba are despondent know- 
ing that a semi-abolition delegation 
from Porto Rico in the CorteB will in- 
fluence the slavery question in Cuba.

The Portland Breakwater, England, 
was begun in July, 1849, so that tho 
work has taken twenty-three years to 
build.

The work has been mainly done 
by convict labor, 



Dibtuebsinci Svjioide, — A distressing 
case of suicide is reported in the Paris 
journals. M, Lomond, proprietor of a 
large porcelain and glass warehouse, 
situated at No. 88 lino du Faubtirg du 
Temple, had boon married for some 
years. His wife feeding indisposed, a 
doctor was sent for; she soon became 
worse, and her husband then determin- 
ed on having a constitution. At the 
close M. Lomond begged tho medical 
men to inform him as to tho real state 
of tho invalid, and was told that tho 
malady was mortal. He grew sudden- 
ly pale, went into his room, loaded a 
pistol, and discharged it into his heart, 
falling lifeless on the iloor His wife 
expired soon after, and the two funerals 
were to take place on the same day. 

Ostiucuesas Carriage Homes. — An 
experiment was tried recently in Paris 
to use an ostrich in place of a horse 
for drawing a carriage. A largeostrich, 
from the Acclimatization Society's 
Garden was harnessed to a light car- 
riage and guided by long reins by tho 
trainer. The bird is said to havo been 
very tractable, and to havo passed 
every vehicle on the road.
